Many of those seeking occult. power and knowledge seem to those with 
more experience to want it all "handed to them on a plate". This 
applies to other situations, too. Many expect a handsome millionaire 
to ride up and transport them to a life of idle luxery without a care 
1n the world. In both cases, there 1s something very important which 
the aspirant should be doing meanwhile: namely, preparing themselves 
to be exactly what 1s required by a good occult teacher or 
millionaire, respectively. | 

Millionaires are impressed by women who will be an asset in their 
lives vul Side Lhe bedroowum - Someone with business skills, initiative, 
a good hostess or Secretary, for example. Likewise, occult teachers 
love a pupil who can already do an effective ritual or divination 
System or contact sens1ible entities on the Inner Planes, etc. 

To acquire any of the above skills, 1t 1s not sufficient to be 
born with a natural talent  (because_ Granny. was a hereditary 
Witch/Psychic/Faith-Healer etc). You have to do the work required to 
develop yourseltf, So that you have something of:-your-. own to 
i bute; aa ao- one else can- do. it for:you.- It -1s a form of 
enlightened selfishness, really, as opposed to "dim selfishness”" which 
takes no account of the desires of others. 

You might be surprised how many applicants to occult groups 
display the warning $s1gns of "dim selfishness''. They become terribly 
excited about doing magical rituals, Learning the great "secrets" 
(especially the sort that can be published) and meeting attractive 
nubile witches, but draw back in horror at the prospect of rolling up 
their s$shirt-sleeves and actually (gasp!) working! Any decent group 
would throw out these useless glamourised specimens 1in double-quick 
time, So they gravitate to their lowest common denominator (often a 
purported "discusslion group' which 1s really a weak excuse for a 
booze-up, as if any were needed!) | 

To 1mpress other people generally, you need to have devoted t1me 
and effort to some worthwhile task. It doesn't have to be the Duke of 
Edinburgh's Award Scheme (although that will do very well). TIf 
Success ful at the project, you have proved your determination, 
concentration, single-mindedness and. you will then have some sort of 
Skill or Special knowledge to offer. You then already posess the 
essential keys to the much-vaunted "occult power''. Incidentally, a 
good occult group will incorporate numerous projects, ordeals, 
workings etc. in its curriculum to train those who need to develop or 
display these qualities and deter those who will never make the grade 
(through their own choice). 


So, having taken all of the Teasy fun” out of Magic, why do it? 
The answer 1s that all the steady groundwork, which: : is: Tike 
cultivating the wild field of your soul and turning it into a Garden, 
will one day bring you something of i1inestimable value. . It will 
probably happen in a very personal way. which 1s infuriatingly hard: to 
communicate to others. This 1s the real "secret'' of Magic; the one 
that can never be made known. Actually, 1t happens 1in many kinds of 
mysticism, So one can get the "feel" of 1t and recognise 1t when it 
happens. < 

For the sake of argument, we can call 1it "'11lumination" because 
1t involves seeing your situation far more clearly than before when 
11lusions hid much of the truth from you. People who care "illuminated" 
are 1n no way morally better than anyone 'else — it 1s complete 
delusion to think so = and one of the hardest aspects of his training: 
iS. for the pupil to realise that'his teacher 'has vices and yet. Still 
Serves the Work. TI can't explain, why this should be the case yet 
experience teaches so. It 1s, of course, the reason for a great deal 
of cynicism. Furthermore, the illuminated person probably does a full 
days work like most people, eats, sleeps and visits the bathroom 
Several times a day. 

The dimly selfish occultist will probably quite "flummoxed"” upon 
encountering this syndrome. Yes, Reality 1s still there after the "Big 
Gee” has zapped you! But now Reality becomes a form of Bhakti Yoga in 
which you follow your Inner Guidance, practicing devot1on and aligning 
yourself with the Karmic and other fundamental Principles of. the 
Cosmos. You will see every episude of the day as an opportunity for 

Spiritual growth, the unfolding of divine nature, Learning from 

: m1istakes, guiding others: and ultimately trusting totally in Providence 
with which you now have a deliberate, conscious relat1ionship 1instead 
of bumping into 1t by accident.

Wiccan believers 
want recognition 


DARMSTADT, West Germany 
(AP) — Witches in the U.S. military 
are banding together in a "Pagan 
Fellowship” to explain their beliefs 
and seek dog-tag recognition of their 
religious preference and time off for 
holidays. 

*Military witches in Europe are 
trying to take care of the problem of 
their recognition through proper 
channels,” reported Stars and 
Stripes, the U.S. military's unofficial 
daily newspaper. *They are hoping 
to change the image they feel bur- 
dened with and become more widely 
accepted.” 

The paper said there were an un- 
known number of *Wiccan” religion 


followers among U.S. forces in Eu- 
rope. 

Wiccans, like other pagans, believe 
in multiple deities as well as the one- 
ness of all with nature, according to 
Stars and Stripes. 

The newspaper interviewed a 
founder of the Farwander Military 
Pagan Fellowship, self-proclaimed 
witch Sgt. Lorie A. Johnson. 

Ms. Johnson, a communications 
Speclalist with the 601st Tactical 
Control Wing at Sembach Air Base in 
West Germany, told the newspaper 
that the group's goal is to let mili- 
tary pagans know they're not alone.” 


The paper, which did not give Ms. 


Johnson's hometown, said She and 
others who Share her beliefs are 
asking that they be given the same 
consideration as others.” 

"They want time off for their re- 
ligious holidays. They want dog tags 
that state their religious. preference 
as pagan or 'Wicca.' And they want 
understanding of their beliefs by mil- 
itary chaplains.” 

Contrary to what many people 
think, witches are not in league with 
evil Spirits, the newspaper quoted 
Ms. Johnson as Saying: *'We don't 
make any kind of pacts with any out- 


Side forces good or bad.” 
"People are misinformed about 
what witches are because during the 


Middle Ages the church couldn't- 


adapt to us, S0 it created a myth 
about us,” self-proclaimed practicing 
Wiccan, Sgt. LaVern Bentz, was 
quoted as Saying. 

No hometown was given for Bentz, 
a military policeman stationed in 
Frankfurt. 

*Neo-pagans encompass the Wic- 
cans, the Druids, the goddess wor- 
Shipers, the people who worship the 
Nordic-Celtic pantheons, the ancient 
Egyptian pantheons and native 
American beliefs,” Ms. Johnson was 
quoted as telling the paper.*We all 
Share the same basic reverence for 
nature. That is the common bond.”

THE WILLOW

The willow tree has a long 
assSsociation with the Goddess and 
witches. The Tree of Enchantment 
and Witches asprin are two of its 
common folk names. Willow trees and 
bushes are often found growing near 
Sacred wells. In the orient 1t 1s 
asso0ciated with the Springt 1me 
regeneration of nature, eternal 
friendship, perseverance, and 
patience. Even 1in modern times 1ts 
first buds  $s1gnal. the arrival of 
Spring. How many of us can remember 
picking the first pussy willows of 
the year when all else was still 
grey and barren. 

Willows are easily found as 
they grow in moist places in most 
CEASE H:S.;, Europe; Central As1a, 
and North Africa. There are many 
varieties, such as the PUSSY 
willow, black willow, weeping 
willow, and cork screw willow. 

All parts of the willow are 

usable in the practice of magick. 
The wood 1s an excellent choice for 
magic wands used for healing and 
moon magick. The wood should be cut 
on the night of the Full Moon and 
an offering of wine and honey left 
for the tree in gratitude for its 
gift. Willow wood can also be used 
1n talismans when one seeks the 
protection of the Goddess. . Both 
wood and leaves are used 1n 
1ncense. Mixed with sandalwood and 
Jasmine it is burned on: the Full 
Moon. The bark of the tree contains 
Salicin which 1s related to aspirin 
and used by herbalists to alleviate 
pain and reduce fever. The best 
time for gathering willow 1s in 
early Spring. 
With 1ts associations with spring 
and healing, pussy willows are an 
appropriate plant to decorate 
altars with as we celebrate Imbolec, 
the festival of Bridgit, goddess of 
healing and sacred wells. s
